The Department has allotted a 
considerable amount of work for 
this area this year as the program 
so far includes the road construc¬ 
tion at Crows Nest Lake, an over¬ 
pass over the railway tracks west 
of the lakes, a concrete slab bridge 
over Glacier Creek, an over- or 
underpass at Maunsel’s crossing 
just east of Pincher, as well as the 
7.63 miles of roadway from Brock¬ 
et to Pincher.

Plans Underway for 
$600,000 Developmt. 
At Frank 

The Crows Nest Pass Chamber 
of Commerce executive today un¬ 
animously approved the selection 
of a $600,000 development program 
for the mineral springs at Frank, 
Alberta, as the 1967 Centennial 
Project. 

Thiswdevelopment, overlooking 
the famous Frank Slide, consists 
of an indoor Olympic size swim¬ 
ming pool, diving pool, hot mineral 
water pool, restaurant and coffee 
shop as the main development with 
the surro’mding 48 acres to be fin¬ 
ished as a park and picnic area. 

It is felt such an ambitious proj¬ 
ect could be a major tourist at¬ 
traction for Southern Alberta, and 
will as well provide needed year- 
round recreational swimming fa¬ 
cilities for -the citizens and par¬ 
ticularly the youth of the Pass. 

From the turn of the century 
until the early 1920’s the thera¬ 
peutic powers of this spring 
brought people from all Alberta. 
At that time patrons stayed at the 
Old Rocky Mountain Sulphur 
Spring Hotel, now the site of the 
Turtle Mountain Hotel and Play¬ 
ground. 

Plans are underway to seek 
Provincial and Federal Govern¬ 
ment approval, the support of the 
Lethbridge Chamber of Commerce 
and Southern Alberta Tourist As¬ 
sociation, and most important, the 
full support of all the citizens of 
the Crows Nest Pass. 

The development is intended to 
be administered as a community 
project, administered by a local 
board of directors, with profits to 
be used for developing worthwhile 
community projects such as parks, 
mining museums, skiing facilities 
and university scholarships.
